Stalin’s Tribute to Allies’ Ai 


Mr. Churchill and President Roose- 
velt, with all their advisers present 
in North Africa, apart from. the 
Pacific politicians and commanders, 
flew to Teheran on November 27th. 

Marshal Stalin stayed in a small 
villa in the grounds of the Soviet 
Embassy, Mr. Churchill in the guest 
suite ot the British Legation, and 
President Roosevelt at the United 
States Legation. 

The military agreements were com- 
one by the afternoon of November 

th—the second day of the Con- 
ference. Political and economic post- 
war problems were solved and agreed 
upon the following day. 

On the day of the ha meeting of 
the three leaders Stalin walked to 
the Soviet Embassy and stayed with 
President Roosevelt for ninet 
minutes before Mr. Churchill arrived. 

High staff officers were called in 
during the talks, which throughout 
were held in an atmosphere of great 
friendliness. 

Toasting one of the distin- 
guished company at one of the 
nightly’ banquets, Stalin paid 
tribute to the United Nations for 
their material aid to the Russian 
Armies. ‘*‘ Without Amevican 
machines the United Nations 
could never have won the war, ' 
he said. 

The conferences, which began on 
November 28th, followed the 
pattern established in North Africa, 
with the staff members meeting for 
morning talks, In the afternoon 
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future. We shall seek the co-opera- 
tion and the active participation of 
all nations, large and small, whose 
peoples in heart and mind are dedi- 
cated, as are 0: ' own peoples, to the 
elimination of tyranny and slavery, 
oppression and intolerance. “We 
will welcome them as they may 
choose to come into a world family 
of democratic nations.

WO medium-sized supply ships, 
fourteen sinall supply ships, a 
large landing craft and a 

floating Sock, 300 feet long, have 

been sunk by British submarines, 
the British . Admiralty announced 
yesterday. 

All the sinkings, with the excep- 
tion of the landing craft, took place 
in the A’gean.

An escorted 
medium-sized supply vessel was 
torpedoed and sunk off the island 
of Samos, and another supply vessel

ammunition were destroyed elsewhere 
in the ASgean. One submarine suc- 
cessfully bombarded warehouses on 
the shores of the island of Naxos, 

and sank a seaplane moored in a 

bay. A floating dock, 300 feet in 

length, which wag being towed, was 
destroyed in the same area. 

“In addition to these successful 
actions in the Aigean, a submarine 
torpedoed and sank a large landing 
crait in the Gulf of Genoa, The 
landing craft, which wag in tow, 
was laden with motor transport. 
Off Toulon a tanker of medium size 
was hit by a torpedo. It was not 
possible to observe the full result

PRESENTED 


HE Stalingrad Sword—Britain’s 
T tribute to the people of 
Stalingrad—was presented to 

Mr, Churchill on 
uring the Teheran

Twenty British soldiers lined one 
wall of the conference room, facing 
twenty Ruasian machine-gunners. 
The sword was held by a British 
lieutenant, with the point. resting on 
the ground. Standing opposite was 
a Russian lieutenant who was to 
receive it. 

Mr. Churchill entered the room 
bareheaded and in the uniform of 
an Air Commodore, Stalin entered 
by the door gu AG. and moved 
silently to the table, where he stood 
facing Mr. Churchill. 

Stalin, his face impassive, wore 
the uniform of a Marshal of the 
Soviet Union with the ribbon and 
star of a Hero of the Soviet Union. 
President Rooseveltsalso entered the 
room and sat in an armchair. 
Behind Stalin stood M. Molotov and 
Marshal Voroshilov. 

A Russian band struck up the 
Internationale and then the British 
National Anthem. Mr. Churchill 
stood at the salute, and Stalin raised 
his right hand clenched. 

Mr. Churchill then said: “ Marshal 
Stalin, I have the command of His 
Majesty to present to you for 
transmission to the City of Stalin- 
grad this sword of honour, of 
which His Majesty himself has 
approved the design.” 


STALIN’S: KISS 


On either face of the sword is 
the inscription in Russian and 
English: “To the  steel-hearted 
citizens of Stalingrad. ‘The gift of 
King George VI., in token of the 
homage of the British people.’’ 

Stalin replied in a low voice, ex- 
pressing apprecistion of the gift 
and the pleasure felt: by the Russian 
eople of this gesture by the 

ritish. 

The British lieutenant then 
stepped forward ten paces, carry- 
ing the sword with the point up- 
ward. He handed it to Mr. 
Churchill, who passed it to Marshal 
Stalin. Stalin drew the blade, 
touched it with his lips, and then 

assed it to Voroshilov, a hero of 

talingrad. The Russian lieutenant 

then took the sword and stood with 
it at the head of the Russian 
guard. 

The ceremony over, Stalin showed 
the sword to President Roosevelt, 
who said: ‘‘ Stalingrad,has truly a 
heart of steel.’’—(Reuter.)

NEW PETROL 
CONCESSION 
TO GAS USERS 


encourage support for the 
Government’s ‘gas producer 
plant campaign, the Depart- 
ment of Supplies has varied the 
arrangement under which petrol 
allowances are given in respect of 
owners of mhic which are fitted 
with gas plants. 
Hitherto the normal petrol allow- 
ance was reduced by fifty per cent. 
when the owner fitted a producer 
plant, but in future this reduction 
will not be made, and the owner of 
a gas-driven vehicle will be treated, 
in all respects, on the same basis 
as the owner who has not got such 
equipment. This concession is being 
extended ‘to clergymen, doctors and 
veterinary surgeons. 

The petrol ais still is un- 
certain, and no information is avail- 
able concerning the 1944 supply. 
Road. Tax licences for vehicles 
expire at the end of this month, and, 
until the tax is paid for the next 
period, permits for the vehicles can- 
not be issued.
